A CANTERBURY kebab shop’s 
late-night licence has been 
revoked following allegations of 
between punch-ups between staff 
and drunken customers. 

The police asked for the hours to be short¬ 
ened after two serious assaults and 15 other 
violent incidents at the Ocakbasi takeaway 
since July 2009. Police were also called to 
seven other disturbances during this period. 

The kebab shop is at the far north end of the 
high street on the comer with St Peter’s Place. 

Police told the hearing that earlier this 
year a patrol discovered what they described 
as a “melee”. 

Punching 

Shop staff were allegedly kicking and 
punching customers.The victims sustained 
injuries to their faces and necks, and the staff 
later claimed self-defence. 

A second fight took place in which one 
attacker is alleged to have used a weapon. 

Other occasions police were called to the 
kebab shop to deal with fights between drunk¬ 
en customers. 

In a report to the licensing committee Chief 
Superintendent John Molloy said there was a 
series of similar offences at the shop. 

He wrote: “In the last months, the premises 
have been subject to several incidents of crime 
and disorder. Recently, in the last eight 
months, the premises have been the subject of 
two serious incidents of assault. 

“In each of these cases, staff from the

Piers' pride in family's part 
in last conflict on British soil

A COMMEMORATION 
that took place last month 
to recognise the Battle 
of Graveney Marsh has 
uncovered some A-list 
connections. 

Outspoken journalist and Britain’s 
Got Talent judge Piers Morgan 
revealed the heroic captain whose 
actions captured a prized enemy 
bomber in the last known conflict 
fought on British soil is his great 
uncle. 

Writing about the skirmish Mr 
Morgan said: “A celebration took 
place in Kent, commemorating the 
last time British troops engaged in 
battle with invading forces on 
home soil. 

“It was 70 years ago that men from 
the 1st Battalion London Rifles fought 
a four-man crew from a German 
bomber in what became known as the 
Battle of Graveney Marsh. 

“Captain Cantopher overheard one 
of the captured Germans saying the 
plane was going to go up at any 
moment. Aware the Junkers 88 was 
an invaluable new variant, Captain 
Cantopher dashed back to the air¬ 
craft, found a bomb under one of the 
wings and threw it into a dyke. Thus 
saving the plane, which was only two 
weeks old, for British engineers to 
examine. 

“The only reason I’m telling you all 
this is that Captain Cantopher was 


my great-uncle, brother to my grand¬ 
mother and his only surviving sibling 
Margot. 

“Fittingly my brother Jeremy 
returned from a tour of Afghanistan 
and was able to attend the ceremony 
with her. Jeremy didn’t chuck any 
bombs into Taliban dykes, but like 
every other serviceman, and woman 
out there he did his duty, in his case 
training thousands of Afghan troops 
how to fight, and made his family 
fiercely proud.” 

More than 120 members of the 
London Irish Rifles Association 
marched out to the marshes on 
Sunday, September 26. 

After walking the few hundred 
yards from the scene of the battle to 
The Sportsman pub they were joined 
by serving officers of the London Irish 
Rifles D-Regiment, the Whitstable 
Brass Brand the 312 Canterbury Air 
Cadets together with hundreds of 
members of the public for a service of 


remembrance led by The Reverend 
Donald Lugg. 

Soldiers from the London Irish 
Rifles billeted at the Sportsman 
sprung into action on September 27, 
1940, racing to capture the plane and 
four crewmen, including pilot Fritz 
Ruhlandt. 

Also present on the day of the com¬ 
memoration including sisters Sheila 
Gilham and Brenda Hitches from 
Seasalter, now aged 80 and 78. 

They had watched in awe as the 
bomber came down near to their 
childhood home. Then aged ten and 
eight they cycled to the fields excited 
at seeing a “Gerry” shot down. 

Once the furore had settled they 
returned in the evening to get the 
parachutes which their mother used 
to make silk blouses. 

The sister’s late father helped 
remove part of the Junkers 88 and 
store it in his garage until it was col¬ 
lected by the RAF. 


Budget cuts to hit students in pocket 


UNIVERSITIES in Canterbury have 
said students will pay more and the 
poorest may lose out because of 
“massive” budget cuts and the con¬ 
troversial Browne Report. 

The report into higher education 
recommends there should be no 
upper tuition fee limit, graduates 
would only have to pay back their 
student when they earn over 
£21,000 a year but some loans would 
have interest charged on them. 

Professor Jan Druker is the senior 
pro-vice chancellor at Christ Church 
University. She said the university 
expects the Government’s spending 
review to remove most, if not all, of 
their teaching fund. 

She said: “We have a difficult 
choice to make. It would be with 
great reluctance that we would 
increase fees for our courses. 
However, it would be hard to see how 
we could avoid doing that.

“A rise from the current charge of 
£3,290 a year to a sum of around 
£6,000, is likely to hit families very 
hard, especially those families on 
low or middle income, which many 
of our students come from. 

“We have worked hard with local 
communities to encourage students 
who may not have had the opportu¬ 
nity or the confidence to continue 
onto higher education and study at 
university, to realise their dreams. 

“We are under no illusion that the 
rise in fees may be a deterrent to 
those students. 

“Many of our students also go on to 
work in Kent’s public services, where 
whilst they we earn a reasonable 
income, they will not be amongst the 


country’s top earners. For them the 
prospect of paying back a significant 
student loan will be a great worry.” 

MP Julian Brazier has called on the 
Government to maintain high stan¬ 
dards in universities and help poorer 
students after the controversial 
Browne Report on Tuesday, October 
12. But he supports the report. 

He said: “I know from both the 
University of Kent and Christ 
Church that their budgets are des¬ 
perately tight. Students are strug¬ 
gling and the nation is broke, mak¬ 
ing savings necessary. 

“The Government will make pro¬ 
posals that will not only make it 
attractive for students from families 
of modest means to go to university, 
but be fair and affordable, including 
by exempting the poorest students 
from graduate contributions for 
some or all of their studies.”

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Pressed flowers give 
climate change clues

SCIENTISTS have found a rich new 
source of data for discovering how 
climate change will affect our deli¬ 
cate eco-system - old pressed flowers. 

Billions of samples of pressed flowers are 
kept in museums and repositories across the 
world, and University of Kent scientists have 
proved these can be used to predict how or 
whether temperature changes could unbalance 
our natural habitat. 

They have found that the way temperature 
changes affect what time of year plants flower 
today is the same as seen in 100-year-old 
herbaria - collections of pressed flowers. 

Dr David Roberts is a lecturer in biodiversity 
conservation at the university’s School of 
Anthropology and Conservation. 

He said: “We have dead plants and know they 
were in flower on a certain date. We can take all 
these dead, squashed flowers over time and you 
can take the date in change in flowering, and 
look at it in relation to change in temperature. 

‘We have needed to compare this with real field 
observations. We showed the herbaria specimens 
showed the same response as they really do. 

“Now we have shown this we can start going 
through the records. Kew Gardens has over 
seven million specimens - that is an awful lot, 
so we can work out the effects of climate change 
on different species.” 

Ecologists aim to link up information on how 
climate change affects plants with similar stud¬ 
ies on insects which pollinate plants. They can 
discover whether the plants and insects 
respond differently to temperature changes. 

If, for example, a specific bee which pollinates 


a specific orchid is bom too early to pollinate 
the orchid above a certain temperature, that 
flower may die out. 

Studies to collect this complex, long-term 
data are usually very expensive and time-con¬ 
suming, but now scientists can tap into a vast 
existing resource of specimens instead of 
spending years finding their own. 

Dr Roberts said: We have unlocked a huge 
source of data and it is a economic resource 
because it is already there - it has already been 
collected. We have come along 150 years later and 
have found we can use it for this purpose as well. 


“Eventually we want to start doing a big 
study of the flowering times of British 
plants and then start looking at the pollina¬ 
tors and which species pollinate which 
plants, so we can start building up this big 
interaction web and what the implication of 
climate change are. 

We want to know what is going to happen to 
the whole of the ecosystem.” 

The study was also written by Karen Robbirt 
from Kew gardens, Anthony Davy from the 
University of East Anglia and Michael 
Hutchings from the University of Sussex. 


Discoveries from 
underneath the

The archaeology exhibition at the 
Museum of Canterbury showcases near¬ 
ly 2,000 years of history in our city after 
Canterbury Archaeological Trust con¬ 
ducted a major dig by the high street. 

The artefacts have been found over the 
past six months during work in the High 
Street to remodel the Beaney Institute, 
the city’s library an in a £10 million ren¬ 
ovation. 

Visitors will be 
able to see the rich 
collection of pre¬ 
cious finds, find out 
more about the 
excavations and see 
photos and a pres¬ 
entation of the dig. 

The excavations 
were undertaken 
because the Beaney 
gallery and library 
is being redeveloped and extended. 

As part of the exhibition, which is no 
open to the public, children can make a 
Roman bracelet, create new Samian 
ware Roman pottery or a wall plaster 
resign. Youngsters can also enter a cre¬ 
ative writing competition for a prize. 

There will also be a finds dag on 
Saturday, October 23 between 1.30pm 
and 4pm where museum-goers can talk 
to archaeologists, see finds up close and 
also bring in their own archaeological 
artefacts for identification. 

The ‘Buried Beneath the Beane/ exhi¬ 
bition runs until Thursday, November 4. 
The museum is open Monday to Saturday 
from 11am to 4pm. Entrance is free to 
council residents card holders and their 
families.

ENABLING disabled Tanzanians to 
make and sell arts and crafts has led 
to a Canterbury woman being award¬ 
ed a Woman of the Year Award. 

Susie Hart, who used to go to the 
Simon Langton girls’ school, was 
given the ‘Window to the World’ 
categoiy of the significant, national 
awards. 

Annie Lennox, Julie Walters, Lulu, 
designer Cath Kidston, top politicians 
Tessa Jowell and Teresa May, and 
Fern Britton, Fiona Bruce, Shami 
Chakrabarti and Sandy Toksvig were 
among the many who came along to 
the awards ceremony held in upmar¬ 
ket Park Lane, London. 

Susie was nominated for the award 
by comedian Sandy Toksvig because 
of her work setting up the Neema 
Centre in Tanzania. The award is 
given to a woman who shows con¬ 
stant determination to raise aware¬ 
ness and change attitudes on ignored 
social issues. 

Her award is one of only four 
awarded at the annual event. 

The Neema Crafts Centre For 
People With Disabilities in Iringa, 
Tanzania, has now been running for 
eight years and has been working to 
change the negative attitudes towards 
disabled people in that society. 

Mrs Hart moved to Tanzania with 
her family to set up the centre to pro¬ 
vide employment for as many of dis¬ 
abled people there as possible. In the 
African country 10 per cent of the 
population is disabled, and it is often 


considered something shameful or 
caused by evil spirits. 

She now employs more than 120 
disabled people full-time and the 
crafts are sold internationally. 

During her acceptance speech Mrs 
Hart said: “I am delighted to accept 
the award on behalf of all the tena¬ 
cious, hard-working and inspira¬ 
tional men and women with disabil¬ 
ities with whom I work in Tanzania. 

“I myself was bom with a disability 
and had 22 operations by the time I 
was 19. Had I been bom in Tanzania 
I would never have walked. 

“People with disabilities in Tanzania 


are amongst the poorest of the poor. 
They are excluded by their society 
socially, economically and educational¬ 
ly; are forced into street begging to 
support themselves, or are kept hid¬ 
den away at home behind closed doors, 
such is the level of stigma attached to 
having a disability in Tanzania. 

“All these incredible men and 
women have now received handi¬ 
crafts training and employment at 
Neema Crafts Centre and have been 
enabled and empowered to support 
themselves and their families with 
pride and dignity, and bright hope for 
the future.”

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Trainee teachers out of pocket 
as travel expenses are axed 


TRAINEE teachers are disgruntled 
after finding out they could not 
claim promised travel expenses 
halfway through their first term. 

Teaching students at Christ Church 
University were told in their student hand¬ 
books they would be given 6p per mile when 
travelling to work placements. 

But earlier this month they were told there 
had been a mistake and the expenses would not 
be paid. Students were instead told travel 
expenses had to be paid from their bursaries, 
which have been reduced by £2,000 this year. 

In an email the university said: “We apologise 
you have received incorrect information about 
your entitlement to a contribution for your 
travel to placement. It has been decided this 
academic year not to pay a reimbursement.

“In the past students all have received a con¬ 
tribution for their travel, even if they were not 
incurring costs,. 

“We held discussion across all PGCE pro¬ 
grammes and, given that PGCE students 
receive a bursary from the Government to con¬ 
tribute to the costs, it was decided to remove 
the university’s contribution to travel. 

“The funding will be concentrated on those 
routes into teaching where students do not 
receive a bursary. 

“This decision was reached late last academic 
year after some handbooks had gone to print.” 


A student who did not wish to be named said: 
“We need some support if we are going to be 
able to afford to continue with this course. 

“We realise 6p per mile is not a vast amount, 
but when you are a student every contribution 
is welcome, especially for those of us who face a 
commute of more than 250 miles a week. 

“Our course is not a typical post graduate 
course with lectures, seminars and research; a 
huge percentage of it is work placement. 

“We just want the university to deliver the 
promises it made when we started.” 

Dr John Moss, dean of the faculty of educa¬ 
tion, said: “In the past all teacher training stu¬ 
dents received a contribution for their travel. 

“Last summer we reviewed this system and 
decided it was not the most fair or equitable 
way of distributing funds. 

“We will be further reviewing arrangements 
for this academic year.

24-hour spedafist cardiac 
unit gets top care award

A GROUNBREAKING round-the- 
clock service to treat heart attack 
patients at the William Harvey 
Hospital has received a top award. 

The specialist cardiac unit which treats 
people with emergency surgery rather than 
drugs was announced as a regional winner of 
the NHS Health and Social Care Awards at a 
ceremony in Brighton. 

Launched earlier this year, the unit treats 
people suffering the most severe types of heart 
attack by angioplasty. Under local anaesthetic, 
a small balloon is inserted via an artery in the 
groin or arm and guided to a blockage in an 
artery. Once in place, the balloon is inflated and 
removed, leaving behind a rigid ‘stent’ which 
allows blood to flow through. 

Before its introduction, heart attack patients 
were given thrombolysis, the injection of a clot- 
busting drug. 

The Kent Cardiovascular Network has 
overseen the implementation project across 
Kent and Medway. 

Geoffrey Wheat, cardiac director for the net¬ 
work, said: “We are absolutely delighted to 
receive this award in recognition of the hard 
work and the dedication of staff that has taken 
place in setting up this front-line service. 

“Patients are treated better, faster and have 


fewer subsequent cardiac problems following 
the procedure.” 

Thanks to a major investment in telemetry, a 
patient’s electrocardiogram (ECG) results are 
sent straight from an ambulance to the special¬ 
ist team at Ashford who can confirm the type of 
heart attack and where the patient needs to be 
treated. This is results in fewer patients being 
less likely to die from heart attacks or be crip¬ 
pled by the effects of angina. 

The service means the William Harvey 
Hospital is the main centre for coordinating 
severe heart attack treatment across the county. 

Bryan Sutton, 51, was the first person to 


receive the new treatment when he suffered a 
heart attack at his home in Deal. 

He said: “The treatment was absolutely 
fantastic from start to finish and I have no 
doubt it saved my life. 

“From arriving at the hospital to being back 
in the care unit was 22 minutes.

“Everyone from the paramedics to the surgeon 
was so professional they totally put me at ease 
and there were absolutely no complications. 

“Four or five days later I was outside garden¬ 
ing and I haven’t felt so well in a long time. I 
have no chest pains, no angina - it’s amazing.”

Can you tell me a bit about your person-powered plane? 


A As part of my final-year project of my mas¬ 
ter’s degree in aerospace engineering at 
Bath University, myself along with a colleague 
Jon Cherry, have been designing a human- 
powered aircraft. 

Human powered flight is by no means a new 
venture. Leonardo DaVinci had grand, albeit 
overambitious plans designs for such a thing. 

Gareth Evans, an engineer from Airbus, 
kindly donated a pre-constructed space frame 
with the express desire it not only be complet¬ 
ed as part of a degree project, but it also be 
removed from taking up so much space in his 
living room. 

The university was only too happy to oblige. 
The task undertaken for my final year project 
was to design and build the main wing for the 
contraption. Some quick maths based on the 
projected weight of available materials put the 
wingspan in the region of about 20 metres. 

As it stands, the wings are almost completed 
with just the final skinning and road-testing 
to be undertaken. We have even dubbed it 
with a quirky acronym which is BUMPF - 
Bath University Man-Powered Flight. 


Q 


What did you find particularly difficult about it? 


Institute of Technology’s aircraft Daedalus 
over the 74 miles from Santorini to Crete. The 
university budget couldn’t quite match that, so 
the main purpose of the project has been to see 
whether such a device can be constructed from 
everyday available materials. 

The challenge has been to make use of items 
such as off-the-shelf bicycle parts, stock metal 
tubing, Styrofoam insulation and polyester 
sheeting, whilst maintaining a rigorous aerody¬ 
namic design. It should be the case that eveiy 
person can lay their hands on the materials.

Is it likely to be a global phenomenon? 


A Extended human-powered flight was 
shown to be possible back in the late 80s 
with the successful flight of Massachusetts

When will it be finished? 


A in about Easter 2011. There is quite a lot of 
testing to be done before its inaugural flight 
to make sure it is safe. 

It has now been handed over to the next gen¬ 
eration of final-year students who, I think, will 
be looking at pilot housing and improving drive 
efficiency - pedal power into propeller power. 
They are on the lookout for a fit and lightweight 
pilot at the moment. A predilection towards 
adrenaline is advised, but not required. 


A As much as I would like it to be, I think the 
practicalities say otherwise. Yes we have 
shown it is possible to obtain the materials 
required on a shoe-string budget, however the 
painstaking and fiddly assembly will no-doubt 
deter all but the most committed hobbyist. 

As for everyday operation, the size and light¬ 
weight construction makes the craft suscepti¬ 
ble to even the slightest of gusts, not to mention 
that human-powered aircraft can only really 
operate at an altitude of about five metres. 

They make use of what is known as ‘ground 
effect’ - essentially the creation of drag-induc¬ 
ing vortices is restricted due to the interfer¬ 
ence of the ground. So it is not exactly ideal for 
nipping down to the shops. We do hope, howev¬ 
er, that we can prove that is can be done, and 
the Aeronautical Society prize money is still 
available for those taking up the challenge. 


Q 


What is your day job? 


Having graduated I currently work in the 
defence industiy. And that is pretty much all 
I’m allowed to say. I am keeping a close eye on 
the project though and I intend to be continual¬ 
ly involved, hopefully by drumming up some 
sponsorship through some different companies. 

How did you become interested in engineering? 

A I studied maths and physics at school and it 
was pretty much a natural progression. I 
love hands-on projects, along the ability to 
solve puzzles, and aerospace engineering fit the 
bill perfectly. Not to mention the current deficit 
of UK engineers - there were still jobs avail¬ 
able. The course at Bath University particular¬ 
ly caught my eye because of its willingness to 
get involved with these sorts of projects.

Policing travellers helped 
by kudos and'flash cars'

GYPSIES regularly refuse to be 
arrested by police who turn up in 
ordinary squad cars, insisting they 
will only go quietly if they get driv¬ 
en off in a “flash motor”. 

In an insight into the notoriously secret world 
of gypsy camps, police have revealed some of the 
measures they take to bond with the traveller 
community. 

There are about 100,000 nomadic travellers 
and gypsies in the UK and about 200,000 who 
live in permanent housing such as static cara¬ 
van sites or council accommodation. In an inter¬ 
view with officers from the Tactical Support 
Group (Rural) in the publication Police Review, 
the quirks of dealing with gypsies were 
revealed. Officers policing the 16-pitch 
Chilmington site in Ashford said times had 
changed since police were automatically met 
with hostility and suspicion and gypsy sites 
were no-go zones. Officers of the TSGR - which 
replaced the gypsy liaison team - revealed the 
changes in policing since building a rapport 
with the community. 

PC Grahame Regan said many travellers due 
to be questioned refused to get into “cheap” 
Peugeot patrol cars and wanted to be taken off 
in a Land Rover Discovery. 

He said: ‘Abu might pull up at the roadside 
and will be chatting away. Then a car will come

by and they will start shouting and waving their 
arms about. Once the car has gone they’ll start 
talking to you normally again. We’ve got used to 
it now. We know another gypsy has driven past.” 

He told Police Review: “Kudos is important in 
the gypsy and traveller community. We have 
had times when gypsies have made it difficult 
for police to pick them up in a Peugeot, but they 
will give themselves up for us with our Land 
Rover. They want to go off in a decent motor.” 

PC Regan said when they needed to speak to 
a traveller about a suspected offence, they often 
felt confident enough just to leave a card and 
wait for the suspect to contact them. 

He said: ‘We can go onto the site, say we need 
to speak and leave our number. Nine times out 
of ten they will phone and arrange to meet at a 
police station. They know we’ll keep coming 
back if they don’t. We give them a bit of respect 
and trust. They like that way of doing things.” 


Det Con Kim White said getting to grips with 
the culture was one of the first hurdles. She 
said: "It’s simple things like understanding the 
cleanliness of the home. For example, if we need 
to take a drugs dog through the trailer, anything 
the dog comes into contact with, such as cloth¬ 
ing or bedding, would be burned once we leave. 

“Being offered a cup of tea is as good as a 
handshake and means you have been accepted. 
It’s also about knowing who to speak to on the 
site and being able to differentiate between gyp¬ 
sies and Irish, Welsh or Scottish travellers, who 
have different customs.” 

She added: “What so many officers do is ignore 
people on the sites. A lot of officers do not like 
going on site, they just want to get on and get off. 

“It’s just being courteous. The minute someone 
comes up to an officer, they’ll often tell them go 
away and that it’s nothing to do with them. 
That’s what we have to get away from.” 

Sgt Clive Garton said he and his officers are 
on first-name terms with the travellers. He said: 
“They know our vehicles and know our faces. It’s 
not only the way we treat them but also how we 
deal with criminality that they respect.” 

PC Rob Withey said although members of the 
community were usually happy to talk to police 
now, they would blank officers at big gypsy 
meetings, such as a horse fair, so they didn’t 
come across as ‘cop lovers’. 

He said: “Some families might be nice as pie 
when you see them. But if you see them at a 
horse fair where there are hundreds, even thou¬ 
sands, of gypsies, not one will speak to you.”

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I just want the truth, says 7/7 father 


THE father of a victim of the 7/7 
London bombings says he hopes 
the truth about his son’s death 
might finally emerge. 

An inquest began last week into the deaths 
of the 52 people killed in the 2005 suicide 
attacks on three tube trains and a bus. 

Grahame Russell, from East Peckham, 
near Tonbridge, lost his son, Philip, 28, who 
was on the number 30 bus blown up in 
Tavistock Square. 

Many families want a public inquiry and 
have questions over what the security servic¬ 
es knew about the attacks and whether they 
could have been stopped. 

Mr Russell said: “What I’d really like is the 
truth to come out, none of this smoke-screen¬ 
ing that has gone on in the past. 

“One has to take into account issues they 
may or may not be able to release, but the 
Official Secrets Act has been used as some¬ 
thing to hide behind. We’re trusting things 
will come out in the inquest that will say 
what happened and really tell the truth.”

There have been five official reports into 
the attacks, but none has looked at how the 
victims died. 

Mr Russell and his wife, Veronica, have not 
yet attended the inquest, at the Royal Courts 
of Justice in London, but will be there when 
it examines events at Tavistock Square, early 
next year. The hearing is expected to last 
until March. 

Footage and pictures of the chaotic after- 
math of the bombings has already been 
shown. Witnesses who survived the attacks 
on Underground trains near Aldgate, 
Edgware Road and Russell Square stations 
and on the double-decker in Tavistock 
Square, near Kings Cross, will provide evi¬ 
dence. Members of the emergency services 
will also give their accounts of events. 

“Stuff will come out that has never been 
heard before,” Mr Russell said. “The problem 
is everyone tries to cover for themselves, not 
just the intelligence services. I think there 


Long waits adding to the anguish 


CHILDREN and young people with mental 
health problems are being forced to wait 
eight months to start treatment - with some 
forced to wait double that. 

Now Kent MP Greg Clark has asked NHS 
chiefs to look into the issue as a “matter of 
urgency”. 

The Conservative minister said: “The dan¬ 
ger is that if the youngsters do not receive 
timely help, their problems can escalate and 
become much more serious. Just 
like any other health problem, it 
is very important to receive 
prompt treatment,” he said. 

“Unfortunately, mental health 
is a hidden illness and has, all 
too often, been overlooked in the 
past - this cannot continue.” 

The NHS West Kent Primary 
Care Trust announced last week 
that a multi-million-pound cen¬ 
tre to care for children and 
young people with severe men¬ 
tal health problems from across 
the county was set to open early 
next year. Winthrop Hall, in 
Staplehurst, will provide inpa¬ 
tient treatment as well as a 24-hour special¬ 
ist, community-based service. 

But Mr Clark - who is minister for decen¬ 
tralisation and also the MP for Tunbridge 
Wells - remained unconvinced that enough 
was being done for children suffering from 
mild to moderate mental health problems. 

He said: “This new centre is extremely wel¬ 
come. However, I see it as just the first step 
to improving mental health services for 
young people. I remain concerned that those

suffering from less severe problems, who 
don’t need in-patient care, are still having to 
wait too long for treatment and I have asked 
the PCT to look at this as a matter of 
urgency.” 

A spokeswoman for Mr Clark said they had 
discovered that one young person had waited 
16 months from the first referral from their 
GP to the start of treatment. She said gener¬ 
ally the waiting time was around eight 
months, which was “agonisingly 
slow for the families”. 

Long waiting times are affect¬ 
ing children and young people 
with a range of conditions such 
as eating disorders, self harm, 
phobias and obsessive compul¬ 
sive disorders, she said. 

Julia Ross, the West Kent 
trust’s executive lead for mental 
health, said: We welcome Mr 
Clark’s interest and are working 
with him as we continue to 
improve services for young peo¬ 
ple with mental health issues.” 

Meanwhile, £6 million is being 
spent transforming Winthrop 
Hall, a former drug rehab centre, to provide 
Kent’s first dedicated children’s mental 
health centre, which means they will no 
longer have to travel to London for treat¬ 
ment. 

The county’s three primary care trusts, 
NHS West Kent, NHS Eastern and Coastal 
Kent and NHS Medway, have commissioned 
South London and Maudsley NHS 
Foundation Trust (SLaM), which specialises 
in mental health, to provide the service. 


are issues that will emerge later down the road. 
Each day there will be something new.” 

The inquest is being held by Lady Justice 
Hallett and Mr Russell said he had faith in her 
ability. 

“The coroner managed to set a wide scope for 
the inquest, which is unusual, I have every 
faith she will handle it competently,” he added. 

As well as those killed, some 700 people were 
injured, many of them severely and perma¬ 
nently, when the four suicide bombers, who 
were all British men backed by al-Qaeda, deto¬ 
nated their devices. 

Mr Russell’s son, Philip, who worked as a 
finance manager for JP Morgan Asset 
Management and was living in Kennington, 
south London, was among 13 people who died 
on the number 30 bus.

Peer's talk opens door 
on life in Westminster 

A PEER of the land has visited a 
Canterbury school to answer questions 
about politics, laws and their work in 
parliament. 

Baroness Andrews is a non-partisan 
peer and is the first female chairwoman 
of English Heritage. She visited the 
Spires Academy in Sturry on Friday, 
October 15. 

The visit is part of a national pro¬ 
gramme of such events organised by the 
Lord Speaker Baroness Hayman. 

She said: “Events in Westminster can 
sometimes seem remote and it is vital 
people understand what goes on and how 
they are able to interact with parliamen¬ 
tarians to promote and progress causes 
important to them.” 

“I hope this can contribute to developing 
that understanding among school students. 


SCIENTISTS have discovered 
more about how space dust is cre¬ 
ated after two asteroids smashed 
into each other near Mars. 

Among the astronomers who observed the 
rare collision in our solar system were the 
University of Kent’s Dr Stephen Lowry and 
PhD student Ryan Laird. 

Dr Lowry said: “It has long been suspected 
that such collisions are taking place within the 
asteroid belt, but never before have the 
remains been observed so soon after the 
impact event and dated with such precision. 

“Asteroid astronomers can now, for the first 
time, study the physics of an impact debris 
trail as well as establishing how collisions of 
this nature supply the solar system’s invento¬ 
ry of dust particles. 

“These dust particles contribute to the phe¬ 


nomenon that is visible from Earth known as 
the Zodiacal Light.” 

Zodiacal Light is a faint, triangular-shaped 
white glow observable at night which is 
caused by sunlight scattered by space dust. 

The collision was a unique event and Dr 
Lowry led observations of it from the world- 
famous Hale telescope in California and in the 
New Technology Telescope in Chile. 

At the same time colleagues from an observa- 
toiy in Germany were using cameras aboard 
the Rosetta space probe to look at the debris. 

Millions of large and small fragments of 
rock make up the asteroid belt between 
Mars and Jupiter and many of them collide, 
but most of them are not discovered by 
astronomers. 

Instead they have to work out what has hap¬ 
pened in the past using bands of dust that 
spread across the sky. Often these collisions 
are thousands or even millions of years old. 

Dr Colin Snodgrass, who is the lead author 
of the study into the collision, said: “In compar¬ 


ison in was practically yesterday. It is like find¬ 
ing a fresh dinosaur body instead of having to 
figure out how they look from fossils.” 

The study was published in a recent edition 
of respected science journal Nature. 

■ EXPERIMENTS and spectacular 
demonstrations came to the Simon 
Langton Girls’ School last week to teach 
pupils about the wonders of science. 

The Canterbury school hosted the 
Institute of Physics’ ‘Ever Wondered Why? 
roadshow on Wednesday, July 14. 

The event is a touring physics spectacle 
which shows why so many mind-boggling 
phenomena are based on physics. The day 
answered tough old questions like why the 
sky is blue, why the sun is hot and why the 
stars twinkle. 

Pupils also got to enjoy hands-on demon¬ 
strations including airzookas, smoke 
machines and whizzy-whirly straws while 
also learning about core physics principles.

Caling all Kent young chefs 


ASPIRING young chefs will be tempt¬ 
ing taste buds as they compete in the 
Kent Young Chef Award 2010. 

Organised by Produced in Kent, the competition 
gives secondary school students the chance to flex 
their culinary muscles. 

By designing a main course recipe for two peo¬ 
ple, created from local and seasonal produce, two 
lucky winners will earn the chance to cook at a 
very special event. Julie Monkman, manager of 
Produced in Kent, said the competition targeted sec¬ 
ondary school children to capture their imaginations 
and prompt an early interest in cooking. 

‘We had a great response last year, with 184 
entries from 47 schools,” she said. “This year we 
needed to find a way to make it bigger and better. 


Because of the success of the first event, we’ve got 
more sponsors, which is good. It has meant we are 
able to do a bit more in terms of prizes and our 
ability to promote the contest.” 

A winner will be chosen from each age group - 
years seven to eight and years nine to 11 - and the 
two winners will have the chance to help design 
the menu for a charity dinner, to be held in 
January in aid of Kent Air Ambulance. They will 
also cook on the night, alongside Claire Wood, head 
chef at Woods Restaurant in Tunbridge Wells, one 
of the award’s sponsors. 

We think it’s a fantastic idea and a great prize. 
It’s an example of how we’ve developed the compe¬ 
tition,” Ms Monkman said. 

We decided to add a little incentive, because 
what we really need to make it successful is for 


teachers to get on board. We found that last year, 
when teachers got involved, we got really great 
entries and teachers came along to the final cook¬ 
off. The school that submits the most entries will 
get two tickets for the charity dinner.” 

Produced in Kent is keen to promote the mes¬ 
sage that buying locally and seasonally is best. 

“Supermarkets have created a situation where 
people can get hold of whatever they want at any 
time of year, even strawberries in winter. 
Supermarkets will say they are meeting demand, 
but we say let’s go back to eating locally and sea¬ 
sonally.”

Tuition fee hikes 'could 
deter talented students' 


REMOVING the cap on university tuition 
fees could “create a generation of wasted tal¬ 
ent” and push out students from middle-class 
families. 

Representatives at some of the county’s 
universities said they were shocked at Lord 
Browne’s report, which proposed radical 
reform of the system, and said the right to 
education needed to be protected. Plans 
include abolishing the £3,290 a year cap on 
tuition fees, which could 
lead to top universities 
charging up to £20,000. 

Despite recommenda¬ 
tions by Lord Browne 
that a levy be paid by 
those who charge more 
than £6,000, Lauren 
Crowley, vice-president 
(Education) of Kent 
Union, the student voice 
for the University of 
Kent, said this will not 
stop some putting up fees. 

“Oxbridge and the Russell Group universi¬ 
ties will put their fees up to the top end of the 
scale,” she said. 

“If changes come in, students will be leav¬ 
ing university with at least £35,000 debt in 
top institutions,” she said. “At the moment 
the average is £20,000-25,000. The middle 
classes are the ones who would be hit. 

“Poorer families are quite well looked-after, 
but students from middle-class backgrounds 
are £5,000 more in debt.” 

She said Kent students would be joining 
the National Union of Students (NUS) and 
the University and College Union (UCU) for 


a national Fund Our Future demonstration 
on November 10. Other recommendations 
are for the interest rate on loans, currently 
1.5 per cent, to rise to inflation plus 2.2 per 
cent; that all students are eligible for flat- 
rate living-cost loans of £3,750; and unpaid 
students debts are written off after 30 years 
instead of 25. Another proposal is that stu¬ 
dents would not start repaying their debt 
until their earnings reached £21,000, instead 
of the current £15,000. 

If Government accepts the recommenda¬ 
tions they could be introduced from 2012. 

Professor Jan Druker, senior pro-vice-chan¬ 
cellor of Canterbury Christ Church 
University, said it would be hard to avoid 
increasing fees if the review removes most of 
the teaching fund, as expected. 

“A rise from £3,290 a year to £6,000 is like¬ 
ly to hit families hard,” she said. “We have 
encouraged students who may not have tra¬ 
ditionally had the opportunity to continue to 
higher education to realise their dreams. A 
rise in fees may be a deterrent to them.” 

Prof Elaine Thomas, vice-chancellor of the 
University of the Creative Arts, which has 
campuses in Canterbury, Maidstone and 
Rochester, said UCA had mixed views. 

“A review of higher education funding is 
necessary and raising tuition fees represents 
the best way forward,” she said. “However, we 
must make certain that the increase does not 
stop talented people going to university.” 

Vice-chancellor of the University of Kent, 
Prof Dame Julia Goodfellow, said increased 
graduate contribution was inevitable: ‘The 
prices have to be seen in the light of expect¬ 
ed massive cuts in the teaching grant.”

Border crackdown 
hits criminal gangs 


Frightfully good read puts 
Kent on the ghostly map

ORGANISED crime is the target of a 
new drive aimed at protecting Kent’s 
borders and cracking down on 
immigration offences. 

The move follows this summer’s 
Operation Golding, a nationwide 
campaign where UK Border Agency 
officers teamed up with the Serious 
Organised Crime Agency and police to 
tackle immigration crime including 
sham marriages, illegal working and 
bogus colleges. More than 400 operations 
were carried out, with 800 arrests and 
£500,000 seized. 

Immigration minister and Ashford MP 
Damian Green said joint work by the 
agencies will run throughout the year. 

“One of the purposes of Operation 
Golding was to send a signal that Britain 
is not a soft touch,” he said. 

Disrupted 

Mr Green said problems with 
immigration and associated crime had 
got worse in recent years. 

Teams targeted and disrupted 
criminals involved in human and drug 
trafficking and arms smuggling, 
arresting and prosecuting them and 
stripping them of cash and assets. 
Officers were also stationed at register 
offices to stop sham weddings. 

Home Secretary Theresa May has 
announced the coalition Government 
would limit the number of foreign 
workers to 24,100 - down by five per 
cent - between now and April 2011 
when the policy is fully introduced. 

Mr Green said the objective was not to 
deny talented workers access to the UK 
but to cut the number of immigrants. 


A SELF-PROCLAIMED ‘monster 
hunter’ scouring the county for big 
cats has now taken on something 
equally sinister. 

And as with his wild cat 
research, Neil Arnold’s new 
project is just as likely to come 
under the scrutiny of sceptics 
unwilling to believe there is 
anything mystical out there. 

But Mr Arnold, who is an 
author and full-time 

researcher on big cats in the 
wild, said his new book, 
Paranormal Kent, was 
different from the “friend of a 
friend” tales usually 

associated with mythical stories. 

“There are so many books where the stories 
are just regurgitated so someone can make a 
quick buck,” he said. “Everyone’s heard the 
ghost stories of Kent, but after 30 years or so 
they become a bit stagnant. 

“I wanted to look into the history of some of 
these places, such as Blue Bell Hill with its 
phantom hitchhiker, but write about things 
people hadn’t heard of.” 

Mr Arnold, 35, from Rochester, said his book 
throws light on classic ghostly tales, uncovering 
sinister secrets of some of the most haunted 
areas of Kent, while revealing new, never-

before-heard stories. 

“Blue Bell Hill is, I believe, the most haunted 
place in Britain,” he said. “For years there were 
reports of people picking up a girl in their car 
and she would disappear from the back seat. 

“There were also reports of people knocking a 


girl down and she would then disappear. 

“In 1965 there was a crash on Blue Bell Hill. 
There were four women in the car and three 
died, one of whom was a bride-to-be, and people 
thought it was her. 

“But the first report goes back goes back to 
1934. After research I found out a girl was 
murdered in 1916 and I believe it was her 
people were seeing. The ghost of an old hag has 
also been reported on Blue Bell Hill. All the 
reports - there are about 20 to 30 - seem 
genuine. People had shocked reactions when 
recalling stories.” 

Mr Arnold said people in Pluckley, which is 
believed to be Britain’s most haunted village, 
still don’t know all the eerie tales. “I’ve shed new 
light on the mysteries of this village,” he said. 

Strangeness 

“Whether a believer or not, there is so much 
history there is definitely something going on. 

“For centuries Kent has been the centre of 
high strangeness, from monsters in the woods, 
weird objects in the skies, serpents in the water 
and ghosts on the road.” 

Mr Arnold, who started Kent Big Cat 
Research and gives talks to groups around the 
South East on large cats said to live in the 
countryside, said his book also includes tales of 
eerie creatures such as the winged moth-man in 
Hythe in the 1960s to serpents and dragons. 

Paranormal Kent, £9.99, is Mr Arnold’s fourth 
book after Mystery Animals of the British Isles: 
Kent, Haunted Rochester and Haunted 
Maidstone.

WELCOME 
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91% of parking fines overturned 


HUNDREDS of parking fines 
issued by “ticket-happy” town halls 
for petty infringements are being 
overturned by independent traffic 
adjudicators. 

Figures released by the Traffic Penalty 
Tribunal Adjudication Service showed in some 
areas of Kent and Medway up to 91 per cent of 
drivers contesting Penalty Charge Notices 
were successful in 2008-09. 

The traffic tribunal looks at cases where 
drivers have received a parking ticket and 
contested it with the council and lost. 

Motorists are then able to appeal to the 
tribunal where independent lawyers consider 
the evidence and decide whether the charge 
should be upheld. 

Areas with the highest number of tickets

overturned in 2008-09 included Medway, 
where 91 per cent of cases - 328 of the 360 
cases - were dropped and the motorist let off. 

In Maidstone, 114 of 126 cases - 90 per cent 
- saw drivers win their appeals, and in 
Gravesham, 66 per cent - 56 out of 85 - were 
successful. In Sevenoaks, although only 20 
cases were referred to the independent 
adjudicators, 19 of them were overturned. 

Ian Taylor, Kent spokesman for the 
Association of British Drivers, said there were 
some draconian councils that were taking the 
matter too far. 

A Medway Council spokesman argued that 
the parking measures supported the 
authority’s pledge to reduce congestion and 
make the area’s roads safer to use. 


“The vast majority of parking restrictions 
have been asked for by Medway residents, 
schools or traders, who are concerned about 
illegal and inconsiderate parking and their 
associated safety issues.” 

Figures for Medway showed in 231 cases of 
the 360, the council failed to contest the appeal 
once it went to the traffic tribunal. 

The spokesman said: “Medway Council take 
any mitigating circumstances provided by the 
motorist into serious consideration, which has 
had an impact on the number of tickets that 
are not contested. We have also been much 
more lenient as we were the first authority to 
use CCTV enforcement outside London and 
understood that residents would need some 
time to adjust to this.” 

The spokesman said Medway Council pays 
for an independent adjudication service and is 
happy to abide by and respect its decision. 


“Anyone who feels they have been given a 
Penalty Charge Notice incorrectly should 
contact the council in the first instance,” he 
said. “If the appeal is rejected, a further appeal 
can be made to the Traffic Penalty Tribunal 
Adjudication Service, which is independent of 
the council. Its decision is final and binding for 
both parties.” 

A spokesman at Sevenoaks Council 
defended the 95 per cent of cases overturned. 

“Out of 9,305 Penalty Charge Notices issued, 
only 20 were referred to the Traffic Penalty 
Tribunal by motorists, which indicates the 
vast majority of notices issued were done so 
correctly,” he said. 

For Gravesham, which saw 66 per cent of 
tickets scrapped, a spokesman said many 
cases were not contested due to evidence 
supplied on the appeal which had not been 
available previously to the council.

HISTORY comes alive in 
impressive style at the Western 
Heights Preservation Society 
Mini Open Weekend.

■ Giant shopping mall Bluewater could be worth 
around £1.7 billion according to the price tag 
on a 75 per cent stake being offered for sale. 

Hermes Real Estate, a long-running but minority 
shareholder in the project since it opened ten years 
ago, is selling its holding valued at £120 million after 
deciding to re-balance its property portfolio at a time 
when the Kent site is regularly outperforming a 
depressed retail sector. 

■ FORMER brewing giant Whitbread - now bet¬ 
ter known for its restaurants to hotels portfolio 
- will open a new £1.3 million Premier Inn hotel in 
Rainham High Street on November 1. 

The new site alongside Whitbread's existing 
Manor Farm Beefeater Grill, will offer 26 bedrooms 
from £58 per night and has created 15 new jobs 
across housekeeping and reception. 

■ ONE man band businesses must not be spooked 
as the Halloween deadline looms for filing 
paper Self Assessment tax returns.

NatWest 
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KRBS is aiming to pour 

al its savings into One 


ONE of Britain’s oldest surviving 
building societies is set to disappear 
in a merger to create a new banking 
force, OneSavings. 

Kent Reliance (KRBS) can trace its roots back 
to 1847 and is a rare example of the nation’s 
once thriving mutual (member-owned) sector, 
but now aims to pool its £2.2 billion assets with 
American private equity firm JC Flowers, which 
will invest £50 million and gain a 40 per cent 
stake in the new bank. 

Approval 

The motivation for KRBS - ranked 11th in the 
UK by asset value - stems from the Northern 
Rock crash in 2007, which made it harder for 
traditional mutual societies to raise or attract 
cash to build their businesses. 

City experts believe JC Flowers aims to use 
this situation to woo other small societies to 
build OneSavings and challenge traditional 
banking players Barclays, HSBC, Lloyds TSB 
and RBS NatWest and the increasingly power¬ 
ful Spanish-owned Santander.

The conviction gathered strength with the 
American firm’s recent hiring of the former head 
of the UK’s fourth biggest building society, the 
Skipton. 

John Goodfellow ran the Yorkshire society for 
17 years and says he is acting as an advisor on 
the mutual sector, while strenuously denying 
his former employer is in the US firm’s sights. 

JC Flowers’ founder Christopher Flowers - a 
former partner in American banking and finance 
firm Goldman Sachs - made abortive moves on 
Northern Rock, Friends Provident, and Bradford 
and Bingley, before succeeding with KRBS. 

But the plans must still be ratified by the 
Financial Services Authority and, more impor¬ 
tantly in this instance, gain approval from 75 
per cent of Kent Reliance savers and borrowers 
under the old mutual society structure. 

Members will be balloted and the result 
announced at a special meeting of the society on 
November 19. A ‘yes’ vote will allow the new 
bank to be created in February, 2011. 


Member reaction has been muted since the 
proposals were released in August and it is like¬ 
ly that dissent will be mollified by breaking 
news this week that the JC Flowers’ stake had 
been cut from 49 to 40 per cent and confirmation 
that KRBS would retain control. 

But the biggest hurdle is likely to be that, 
unlike the rash of building society de-mutualisa- 
tions in the 1990s, no windfall payments are 
being tabled to entice members to agree to this 
scheme. 

'Liabilities' 

KRBS has some 180,000 members and 45 
staff and has been one of the fastest-growing 
building societies in the country over the past 
decade, while slashing overheads. 

Fourteen outlets have been cut to eight and 
only two are now full branches - Chatham and 
Hempstead - with CEO Mike Lazenby happy to 
brand traditional branches as “liabilities”. 

As it has pruned profile on Kent high streets, 
KRBS has sought it elsewhere through sponsor¬ 
ship of football clubs Gillingham, Charlton 
Athletic and Whitstable Town.

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Online Face-off falls a little flat 
as it takes on big-screen status

ON JULY 21 this year, social 
networking site Facebook 
proudly welcomed its 500 mil¬ 
lionth user to the online fold. 

It’s a mind-boggling statistic, even 
more so when you consider that seven 
years ago, no-one had heard of the site. 
Indeed, it didn’t exist. 

In less than a decade, an idea bom in 
the hallowed corridors of Harvard 
University has quite literally taken 
over the world and changed the way we 
communicate. 

As one of the characters in The Social 
Network, David Fincher’s expertly 
crafted film about the creation of the 
site, quips: “Bosnians - they don’t have 
roads but they have Facebook.” 

Turbulent 

Like all good ideas, the site has made 
its creators very wealthy, but as Ben 
Mezrich’s book The Accidental 
Billionaires chronicled, the turbulent 
history of Facebook led to not just one 
but two lawsuits. 

Working from a screenplay by Aaron 
Sorkin, Fincher employs a fractured 
chronology to dissect the jealousy and 
betrayal which underpinned the suc¬ 
cess of the site. 

The Social Network opens by intro¬ 
ducing central protagonist Mark 
Zuckerberg (Jesse Eisenberg), a com¬ 
puter nerd whose lack of social skills 
become apparent as he is deservedly 
dumped by his girlfriend (Rooney 
Mara). 

In revenge, Mark spews bile in an 
online blog then creates a crude web¬ 
site called facemash.com, which racks 
up “22,000 hits in two hours” and 
brings the nerd to the attention of 


Divya Narendra (Max Minghella) and 
the Winklevoss twins (Armie 
Hammer), who want Mark to program 
their internal social networking site 
called HarvardConnection. 

Soon after, Mark approaches friends 
Eduardo Saverin (Andrew Garfield), 
Dustin Moskovitz (Joseph Mazzello) 
and Chris Hughes (Patrick Mapel) with 
an almost identical idea. 

The whole campus excitedly logs on 
and the friends expand to Stanford and 
eventually across the Atlantic, before 
Sean Parker (Justin Timberlake), the 
entrepreneur behind Napster, becomes 
involved and offers Mark his advice. 

“Drop the ‘The’. Just Facebook. It’s 
cleaner.” 

Flawless 

The Social Network is technically 
flawless, powered by Fincher’s dazzling 
direction, including a bravura rowing 
sequence at Henley Regatta set to a 
reworking of Grieg’s In The Hall Of The 
Mountain King. 

Sorkin’s screenplay is equally pol¬ 
ished - so much so that characters 
speak without hesitation or pause for 
thought, which strains credibility, even 
at one of America’s most revered seats 
of learning. 

Eisenberg’s compelling, one-note per¬ 
formance fails to reveal any chinks of 
humanity beneath Zuckerberg’s thick 
skin. 

Indeed, to the final frame, the charac¬ 
ter is an emotionally cold and unsym¬ 
pathetic loner, which leaves us with no- 
one to root for as the legal battle turns 
nasty. 

Garfield is much more likeable and 
when he vows revenge against Mark, 
seething, “I’m not coming back for 30 
per cent, I’m coming back for every¬ 
thing”, it’s the closest we come to a rush 
of adrenaline.

FOR a highbrow insight into the 
dying days of the British aristocracy, 
and a stonking period drama to boot, 
Downton Abbey is the one to watch. 

IlVs newest costume drama is set 
in a great country house in 1912. It 
details many of the upstairs-down¬ 
stairs dichotomies prevalent in state¬ 
ly homes at the time. 

The first introduction we have to 
the house is finding that the Duke of 
Grantham’s two heirs have been 
wiped out by the sinking of the 
Titanic. It soon becomes clear the 
next in line to the title and estate is 
not one of its well-bred inmates but a 
distant middle-class relative who 
works as a lawyer in Manchester (a 
concept still alien to the aristocracy). 

One of the fortes of this drama is 
that it doesn’t shy away from the big¬ 
oted attitudes of the time in favour of 
a light-hearted story.

Many of those inside Downton, ser¬ 
vants and family alike, are quick to 
condemn the new heir and his moth¬ 
er for being ‘not our sort of people’. 

The Duke of Grantham’s (Hugh 
Bonneville) quiet and noble new 
valet John Bates (Brendan Coyle) 
has a limp due to a shrapnel injury 
picked up in the Boer War, and he is 
treated as a drain on resources by 
footmen and maids. 

The blatant and accepted discrimi¬ 
nation makes the watcher feel proud 
of modem political correctness and 
disability compliance laws. 

The gay footman being treated as a 
guilty, disposable secret by his titled 
lover makes today’s society seem far 
more advanced by comparison. 

The drama has a stellar cast 


including Maggie Smith, known to 
younger viewers as Professor 
McGonagall from Harry Potter, cos¬ 
tume drama veteran Hugh 
Bonneville and Brendan Coyle, lately 
of Lark Rise to Candleford. 

The plot and dialogue are both 
compelling, as are the more seasoned 
actors and actresses, of which there 
are many. 

Although less practised, the 
younger cast members put in 
admirable performances and add 
freshness to what could otherwise 
have been a stuffy show. 

The story follows both the aristo¬ 
cratic family and the servants, ensur¬ 
ing plenty of promising storylines to 
follow. 

An understated and intriguing 
drama, if Downton Abbey continues 
in the same vein it will have me 
hooked all series.

BEER, chocolates and 
trams together with a large 
part of the history of the 
two world wars are imme¬ 
diately associated with our 
neighbour across the water, 
Belgium. 

So is classical-style architecture, 
good food and art. 

But soul music? 

The resort of Ostend boosts 
numerous attractions, including 
access to the world’s largest tram 
network, which covers the entire 
Belgian coast from the French to the 
Dutch border. 

There is even a display in a 
seafront museum dedicated to the 
history of this form of transport, 
with vintage rolling stock - which 
has served the country for 125 years. 

In the centre of the attractive town 
is a museum dedicated to the weird 
and wonderful satirical works of 
James Ensor, who satirised the rul¬ 
ing classes in the late 19th and early 
20th Centuries. 

A walk through the town with an 
iPod provided by the local tourist 
board is an illuminating way of look¬ 
ing at his inspirations. 

Nearby is a section of the German 
Atlantic Wall which was built to 
defend the occupied country against 
the expected Allied invasion. 

The Germans abandoned it 
though as the British, Americans 
and Canadians advanced from the 
south and it is now among the best 
preserved examples of the military 
of the Third Reich anywhere in the 
world. 

But Ostend has a very interesting 
former resident - more usually asso¬ 
ciated with Detroit than Flanders. 

On the advice of Belgian concert 
promoter Freddy Cousaert, soul leg¬ 
end Marvin Gaye (pictured) moved 
to the town in February 1981 where 
for a time he cut down on drugs and 
began to get back in shape both 
physically and emotionally. 


He was also in a little bit of trouble 
with the tax authorities back home. 

While in Belgium, Gaye began to 
make plans to renew his declining 
fortunes in his professional career, 
starting with a tour he titled The 
Heavy Love Affair Tour in England. 

The tour ended with two concert 
dates in Ostend. A documentary 
leading up to his Belgian concert 
performances titled Transit Ostend 
was initially released to just Belgian 
fans, and was later issued in bootleg 
copies following Gaye’s death. 

“Marvin was a special man, very 
distinguished, very impressive, but 
it was like Dr Jekyll and Mr Hyde,” 
said Monique Licht, an independent 
film producer in Belgium who 
worked with Gaye on a 30-minute 
film for Belgian television, 198 l’s 
Marvin Gaye: Transit Ostend. 

“At times, he was like an elegant 
zombie walking along the beach in 
Ostend,” said Ms Licht. “He was 
there, but at the same time he was 
not there. 

“He was happy alone in front of 


the sea. In my opinion, he should 
have stayed in Ostend. I don’t 
understand why he went back to the 
States. If he had stayed, he might 
still be alive today.” 

Those who knew the soul star in 
the town say it is the sort of place 
where visitors are left alone but wel¬ 
comed whenever they seek company. 

Ostend has been welcoming visi¬ 
tors from Britain for years and 
English is widely spoken. 

The streets are thronged with 
restaurants and bars, with the local 
beer among the best in the world. 

As well as the art and culture, the 
town boosts excellent shopping 
opportunities and a thriving arts 
scene. 

Railways connect it to the rest of 
Europe and the marina, with its tall 
ship, is spectacular. 

And it has one mystery connected 
with its music legend. 

Everyone says the piano on which 
Gaye composed Sexual Healing is 
around. But no-one knows exactly 
where it is.

SNOW in Kent causes chaos. We 
don’t see it often enough, as shown 
by the ham-fisted way some people 
drive in it and how others, in search 
of reassurance, rush to buy a 4x4. 

Some will be recalling last winter and 
thinking the same thing now, but 4x4s don’t 
come cheap to buy or run - or do they? 

Think small and light and you don’t need to 
think long because there are few budget 4x4 
contenders, and they don’t come any cheaper 
than Suzuki’s Jimny (£10,995-11,495). 

Suzuki has made ‘light Jeeps’ since 1970, 
and there is not much difference between the 
current car and those early models. 

The Jimny’s strength and weakness lies in 
‘proper 4x4’ construction: a rigid chassis with 
body bolted on top and short overhangs. 

Along with long travel suspension and a 
light ‘footprint’, this gives the Jimny excellent 
off-road ability. 

But this arrangement on a short wheelbase 
makes the Suzuki an acquired taste on-road. 
The current suspension seems better than I 
remember and soaks up big bumps well, as

you might expect, but it is fidgety — don’t buy 
a Jimny just for posing. 

Those riding in front get a decent deal and 
the high driving position is superb for such a 
compact car, but the rear seats are really suit¬ 
able only for kids and the boot is minimalist. 

There is also no choice of engine and though 
the little 85bhp l,328cc petrol engine and low 
gearing delivers good off-roading, the Jimny is 
one of the slowest cars you can buy. 

However, the gears and steering are crisp so 
you can enjoy piloting this little workhorse 
around with an average economy around 
40mpg and it will cruise at 70mph, though the 
cabin is noisy. 

Fixtures and fittings are as durable and 
functional as you might expect on this type of 
car, though the indicator stalk is mounted on 
the right - most of us now prefer a 
Continental-style mounting on the left. 

Buy it for the right reasons though and the 
Suzuki is unbeatable and indestructible. 

Most of the time you can run in economical 
two-wheel drive, via the rear axle, but hit the 
‘4WD’ and even the low ratio ‘4WDL’ button 
for extra purchase.

First-time buyers may 
face decade of misery 

THE current problems in the mortgage 
market could take a decade to fix, 
excluding a generation of first-time 
buyers from getting on to the property 
ladder, a report has suggested. 

The number of mortgages taken out by 
people with only a ten per cent deposit, 
loans which are typically associated with 
first-time buyers, fell dramatically from 
245,000 in 2006, to just 28,000 in 2009 - 
an 89 per cent fall, according to insurer 
Genworth Financial. 

The group said the decrease suggested 
around 100,000 first-time buyers were 
excluded from getting on to the property 
ladder each year during the period. 

Angel Mas, president of mortgage 
insurance Europe at Genworth 
Financial, said: “The barrier to home 
ownership appears to be widening, with 
increasing numbers of first-time buyers 
excluded - a shocking 100,000 year-on- 
year between 2006 and 2009. 

“The estimation in this report that this 
is a situation that could take decades, 
not years, to recover raises real concerns 
that a whole generation may be exclud¬ 
ed from getting a foot on to the housing 
ladder.” 

Mortgages reform is 
not viable proposition 

PROPOSALS by the Financial Services 
Authority (FSA) to reform the mortgage 
market could leave many potential bor¬ 
rowers in danger of being unable to 
obtain what it is they require, according 
to What Mortgage. 

Earlier in the year the FSA recom¬ 
mended imposing affordability tests 
for all mortgages and making lenders 
ultimately responsible for ensuring 
the borrower’s ability to pay, as well as 
providing extra protection for vulnerable 
customers. 

However, the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders (CML) responded by saying that 
has these changes been in effect from 
2005, around 3.8 million ‘good’ house pur¬ 
chase loans may not have been granted. 

Ben Wilkie, editor of What Mortgage, 
said the FSA needs to listen to industry 
voices like the CML and in any case, 
lenders already take steps to reduce 
their risk. 

“Making a cut off for first-time buyers 
would ruin it for people who want to 
move house, people who want to remort¬ 
gage, people who want to invest in prop¬ 
erty or people who want to downsize 
when they retire,” he added.

A WARNING has been issued by 
one of the most respected financial 
organisations in the world over the 
immediate future of the housing 
market. 

The International Monetary Fund (IMF) 
has suggested the UK property market could 
experience a double dip. 

In its latest World Economic Outlook, the 
IMF highlighted that despite Government 
efforts to boost the housing market and 
encourage first-time buyers, UK house prices 
could still be in line for “further correction”. 

The IMF was referring to the two stamp 
duty holidays. 

“What remains worrisome (about the UK), 
however, is that house prices are still high 
based on traditional valuation yardsticks, and 
policy support may not be enough to prevent 
further correction,” the Fund said. 

The IMF points out that a slump in activity 
had been experienced after a first stamp duty 
holiday ended in December 2009. 

In March 2010, the former Labour 
Government abolished stamp duty on house 
purchases up to £250,000 for two years. 

The Government said the change would 
mean 90 per cent of first-time buyers will not 
pay the duty. 

However, despite efforts by the Government, 
the fact remains that mortgages are less read¬ 
ily available and approvals have slumped. 
Demand remains at 50 per cent of the level 
seen prior to the credit crunch. 

Meanwhile, the Halifax revealed UK house 
prices fell by a record 3.6 per cent in 
September compared with August. 

The latest house price fall takes the average 
cost of a UK home to £162,096, the Halifax said. 

According to the lender, the monthly decline 
was the biggest since records began in 1983. 

However, it is still too soon to suggest that this 
is the start of a slump in house prices. The fall 
in house prices has been attributed to a high 
level of instructions on the market but a lack 
of buyer demand, according to many reports. 

The uncertainty surrounding the economy is 
also having a negative impact on the housing 
market and therefore the market is likely to 
remain subdued in the short term. 


However, exact details of the market contin¬ 
ue to vary across the UK. 

The South East has been among the most 
resilient when it comes to prices and forecasts 
and predictions can be distorted by poor 
performances in the market in the north of 
England. 


Critics of the IMF say the British housing 
market is unique though and once people feel 
secure about their future and banks start 
making mortgages available the housing mar¬ 
ket will pick up. 

People have to live somewhere and British 
people prefer to buy rather than rent. 


Lure of Ihring abroad holds biggest appeal to the British 


BRITISH people are unique in 
the world in their enthusiasm 
for buying foreign property, 
according to the Digital Property 
Group. 

The company’s head of content 
Nigel Lewis said there are now 


around two million British 
citizens living abroad. 

He said: “Obviously that is a 
mixture of business people work¬ 
ing overseas in places like 
Singapore, but the majority are 
people who have retired or have 


holiday homes and live overseas 
for parts of the year,” he said. 

Interest in buying foreign prop¬ 
erty peaked in September, figures 
from the Worldwide Property 
Group have revealed, with 72 per 
cent of people saying they think 


now is a good time to invest. 

The US, Spain and the 
Caribbean were considered the 
best places to buy, while Brazil 
also ranked highly. European 
countries such as France and 
Spain also remain popular.

Coles waiting on Kent decision 
over his future at St Lawrence 


ONE of Kent’s bright hopes for the 
future says he has yet to be offered 
a new contract at St Lawrence and 
has admitted the uncertainty is 
playing on his mind. 

Matt Coles, the 20-year-old all-rounder, is one 
of several of the club’s young stars out of con¬ 
tract at the end of next season, which means if 
Kent decided against offering a new deal this 
winter, other counties would be entitled to 
speak to those players in the summer. 

Undoubtedly the major highlight of what was 
a disappointing season for Kent, Coles will 
surely be at the front of the queue when it 
comes to extending contracts at St Lawrence. 

The fast bowler grabbed his chance in the 
first-team with both hands, sending down 234 
overs in championship cricket and claiming 24 
wickets at an average of 36. 

Opportunity 

Coles was among a crop of young players 
offered the carrot of an opportunity in first- 
class cricket this summer, and while the likes of 
Phil Edwards and Warren Lee failed to take 
that chance, the Maidstone-bom left-hander 
quickly forced his way into the side and made it 
hard for team selectors to drop him. 

Coles has been sent to Perth, Australia, to 
continue his development over the winter as

part of a six-month ECB scholarship, and while 
he is looking forward to working on his game, 
tying up his future at Kent dominates his 
thoughts. 

“It plays on my mind, even when I am over 
here,” he said, speaking from Australia. “I do 
not know what they are going to come back 
with, but I am pretty sure they want to keep me 
from what Farby [head coach Paul Farbrace] 
has told me. 

“It looks like I will get another year, I would 
rather another two but it looks like one, so we 
will have to go from there. 

“Hopefully it will be sorted out as soon as pos¬ 
sible, before Christmas would be good.” 

Having played for Kent at under-13, under-15 
and under-17 level before being accepted on the 
Academy programme, Coles is a genuine prod¬ 
uct of the county’s coaching set-up, and staying 
at St Lawrence is his number one priority. 

“I have grown up at Kent and have come 
through the age groups so I do not want to leave 
the club,” he said. 

“I want to stay as loyal to Kent as I can like 
Rob Key and James Tredwell have. I do not 
want to have the hassle of going to another 
team. Kent will give me the best opportunity to 


play first-team cricket and that’s what I have to 
be looking at.” 

Coles has shown genuine promise as an all- 
rounder, registering a maiden half-century in 
the game against Lancashire, and taking 4-55 
against Warwickshire where he showed his 
ability to bowl a ‘heavy’ ball that accounted for 
England batsman Jonathan Trott. 

The county’s coaching staff have been mind¬ 
ful of pushing him too far too soon, but there’s 
no doubt Coles wants to be an all-rounder. It’s 
hardly surprising; watching him in training, 
there’s a child-like innocence where he wants to 
be involved in everything, whether it be bat¬ 
ting, bowling or fielding, such his enthusiasm 
for the game. 

While out in Australia, trying to curb that 
enthusiasm is something he hopes to achieve as 
he is aware of his growing importance to Kent’s 
already depleted bowling attack. 

“It’s about getting ready for the English 
cricket season and Stuart Walters, who also 
plays for Surrey, is our captain at Perth and I 
know he isn’t going to push me. I need to take 
things a bit slower as the last thing we need is 
for me to come back with an injury and miss 
parts of the season because that wouldn’t be 
good for anyone. 

“If I do get something that is sore I know I 
will not want to pull out of a game or training 
and watch, but I have to be sensible and ensure 
that I am going to be fit for Kent.”

MANAGER Simon Halsey 
acclaimed his ten-men as Herne 
Bay stretched their unbeaten run 
to ten games with a hard-earned 
win against Fisher. 

Last season, Bay enjoyed a 14-game 
unbeaten sequence that took them to within 
touching distance of top spot and Halsey 
believes his players are in the mood to 
improve on that after becoming joint leaders 
of the Kent League. 

Their unbeaten run was under threat early 
in the game on Saturday however, as Bay 
were forced to play 70 minutes with ten-men 
after Danny Lawrence was shown a straight 
red following a challenge. 

“Last season we went 14 unbeaten, but such 
is the spirit in the side that I’m convinced we 
can beat that,” Halsey said. “Unbeaten runs 
act as a terrific motivation to players. 

“The longer they last, the more determined 
players become. That certainly showed on 


Saturday because a very good Fisher side 
made us work hard for the three points. 

“At the final whistle, our lads were 
absolutely exhausted, while I was just elated. 
The players were brilliant and I would rate 
that as one of our best performances of the 
season so far.” 

Simon Brown gave Bay a 33rd minute lead 
which defender Steve Hanson increased in 
the 48th following a set-piece from which 
Luke Harvey touched the ball into his path. 

Fisher replied through Steve O’Donnell in 
the 54th minute, prompting a nerve-jangling 
finale for the home side and their supporters 
in which Halsey continually switched forma¬ 
tions from 3-4-2 to 4-4-1 to try and confuse 
the visitors. 

Victory leaves Bay second with 19 points, 
the same as leaders Beckenham who have 
two games in hand. 

Last season, Bay had to settle for the run¬ 
ners-up spot behind runaway leaders 
Faversham. This term, Halsey believes the 
race for the title will be a close run affair. 

He said: “I believe the league is stronger 
this season and I can’t see any one team get¬ 
ting away from the rest, as was the case last 
season. 

“Hythe, VCD, Deal, Beckenham and our¬ 
selves are all in with a shout and it could go 
to the wire. 

“Our ambition is to bring Ryman League 
football to this club and everyone involved is 
working hard to fulfil that ambition.” 

Bay will be looking to extend their unbeat¬ 
en sequence on Saturday away to Corinthian.
